ST. LOUIS, MO., M a y 
2 8 . — W h e n 
t h e 
sun rose on St Louis and vicinity this 
moining ifc showed a eoene of terrible 
ruin and difiaater. 
.Wind, rain and 
fire had combined in a mission of de- 
struction. 


Two hundred lives were lost in this 
city and as many more in East St. 
Louis, while thousands were injured, 
many so severely that they 
cannot 
recover. 
The exact number will nqt 
be known for many days, perhaps 
never, for the debris of ruined build- 
ings all over the city cover hundreds of 
human beings. 


The damage and destruction of prop- 
erty will aggregate many millions of 
dollars, but the exact amount cannot 
be even estimated with any degree of 
accuracy. 
' 


The terrible tornado that caused this 
destruction struck the city yesterday 
afternoon, at. 5; 15 o'clock, and all parts 
of the city and East St. Louis felt its 
effecte. 


The greatest damage on this side of 
t ie river was iziflicted on the three 
mile strip along the mighty stream. 
Many buildings totally collapsed from 
the force of the wind, others were un- 
roofed, while very few in the city 
escaped some injury. 


Sigos and cornices were torn off, 
shade trees and everything else suf- 
fered from the strength of the wind. 
Hours of depreEsing sultriness, puffs of 
wind coming by turns from all points 
of the compass, piling up in heavy 
clouds around the horizon, the flying 
hither and thither of light, misty like 
formations across the dull^ dark colored 
masBes—these were the characteristics 
of an afternoon which brought to St. 
Louis the most disastrous storm in the 
city's history. 


For hours the currents shifted, the 
wind blew hot and cold, and the storm 
center developed. 
The fury of the 
elements was born within the city's 
limits. 


In the west a thunder storm de- 
veloped, 
The early mutterings indi 
cated nothing more alarming than a 
down pour, with the ordinary electrical 
accompanimente. This rain cloud came 
up slowly ai first fiom the west, be- 
yond Forest Park. 
As the black rim 
mounted higher above the horizon, its 
arc embraced more terrliofy to the 
north and south. 
A fetrong wind from 
the east began to blow ri^ht in the 
face of the storm. 
It was a lower cur- 
rent. 
It raised the rain cloud and 
brou;iht it forward faster and faster. 


Suddenly the wind stopped blowing 
from the east and there swept from the 
northwest a terrific gale, which made 
the best building structures tremble. 


With the hurricane, for that was the 
first form the storm took when it broke 
over the western part of the city, came 
a deluge of rain. 


For half an hour, a few minuies be- 
fore 5 until 5:OO, tfce hurricate blew 
from the northwest. 
Then there came 
a lull. 
The currents shifted. 
On the 
southwest there came into ezistence a 
storm cloud with the essential features 
of the tornado—the funnel shape. This 
second storm burst upon the city from 
the south'/reBt. 


It came in from tbe south side of 
Lafayette park, struck tbe city hospital 
and from there tore its way through 
the city to the 
T ver b'y a northeast 
couree. 
It wrought such havoc as will 
long leave traces in that part of 
the 
city which lies east of Seventh street 
and north of C'ej re street to the Eads 
bridge. 


The boats at the wharf were torn 
from their moorings and capsized or 
sent adrift. 
The cloui crossed 
the 
river and demolished the upper work 
of the east end or the bridge and then 
it wreaked its fury on East 8t. Louis. 


Shortly after tl o'clock, with the sun 
more than 3!j hour nl uv" Ihy weelt'Tn 
houaon, there eofctled upon the city 


clouds so dense that daylight quickly 
gave place to the darkness of midcight. 
That was tbe precureor of the tornado 
from the southwest. 


The hurricane from the northwest 
gave the western portion of the city its 
severe shaking up 
The tornado from 
the southwest, which is responsible for 
the loss of life and untold destruction 
along the levee district and in East St. 
Louis, followed the hurricane by about 
half an hour. 
What must be charged 
up to this double visitation, no one can 
tell. 
Health Commissioner Straklotf, 
Jiwo hc'urs after the tornado had passed, 
feared that the dead would reach 200 
and that not fewer than 1,000 persons 
had sustained serious injuries. 


By midnight reporters of the Asso- 
ciated Press had visited all of the 
stricken portions of the city and sub 
urbs. 
The list of the dead discovered 
fell far below the first estimate, but it 
was long enough to be appalling. 


Crushed under falling walls, hurled 
against the sides of buildings, struck 
by flying timbers, cut by the shattered 
glass, shocked by the net work of down 
wires, humanity euifered in ways in- 
numerable. 
The names of ail the 
inj ured will never ba known. 
Enough 
were recorded at the dispensary last 
night to show how widespread were the 
tornado's effects. 


Of the destruclion of property there 
can be no satisfactory estimate given. 
The loss, in extent and in character, is 
beyond conception. 


In the flashes of lightning last night 
the city hospital looked like a ruin. 
The new surgical ward was partially 
demolished. 
Portions of the other 
buildings were unroofed. 
Walls were 
cracked. 
Even in the darkness the 
physicians 
began 
the 
removal of 
patients to the temporary 
quarter?, 
fearful that the strained 
structures 
would go down in a general collapse. 


There were 450 sick people in the 
hospital when the storm came. 
Some 
gathered strength in their fright and 
ran shrieking irom the place, 
finding 
shelter on the outside. 
Thirteen were 
in one ward. 
The Convention hall and 
the four courts were in tbe path of the 
cloud as ifc passed from the city hos- 
pital toward the river shore. 


Convention hall lost a part of the, 
roof, the eastern end was punctured in 
several places by flying timbers and 
sustained some derangement of the 
center. 
Ten days' work and the ex- 
penditure of $5.000 will make the ball 
good again. 


A section of the brick wall of the 
jail went down and the prisoners were 
panic stricken. 


In the district between Sixth street 
and the river northward from Cholteau 
avenue, the tornado tore a diagonal 
path. 
The district comprises business 
houses, many of them of the older 
type. 
Every building 
within 
thè 
path 
eustained 
de mage. 
Smoke 
stacks and 
chimneys 
were toppled 
over. 
Walls 
were 
leveled, 
roofs 
were 
lifted, 
thousands of windows 
were smashed and miles of telegraph 
and telephone wires were torn loose 
and laid on the ground. 
Throughout 
the district the streets are impassable. 
They are covered in places with debris 
ten feet deep. 


Along the levee front the hawsers 
snapped and boats were sent adrift, 
some to go down, others to go ashore 
on the eastern bank. 


The loss of life which might 
have 
taken place at this point was averted 
by the hour at which the tornado 
came. 
A little later the 
excursion 
steamers would have been going out. 
None of them bad left their wharfs. 
Other river passenger boats had gone 
an hour before, and, although 
not 
heard from, probably had passed be- 
yond the path of the storm. 


The death dealing cloud crossed the 
river at such an angle as to strike and 
wreck the upper works of the east end 
of the Eads bridge and to sweep a part 
of East St. Louis. 


The list of dead and injured on the 
east side of the river will not be com- 
pleted until houTB of daylight permits 
etfeclive search of the^ji-uinB. 
Enough 
is known, however, to show that more 
lives have been lost on the east side 
than upon the west side. 
The list of 
killed may exceed fifty; the injured 
number hundreds. 


Perhaps thè most impressive evi- 
dence of the storm cloud's force is to 
be seen in the wrench of the eastern 
end of the Ea.ds bridge. 
There, the 
tornado dealt with stone maeonery. 
It tore off and tumbled down 
tons 
upon tons of this maeonery. 
Begin- 
ning with the big eastern pier and ex- 
tpiding to the foot of the inclinci a 
cloud cut off the upper part of the 
structure as if it had been a flimsy 
trestle instead of a structure of world 
famed maeonery. 
What the tornado 
did to ibe Eads bridge will not be be- 
lieved unlesa the eyes see it. 


Fire added much to the loss account. 
Down wires, currents of electricity, 
crushed buildings, ail contributed to 
this element ot destruction. The alarm 
system was 
paralyzed. 
Approaches 
were blockaded. 
A f 100 000 conflagra, 
tion in St. Louis was eupplemented by 
a dcz?n lesser fires. In East St. Louis 
a mile was burned 
and 
considerable 
• losses were sustained. 
The lires added 
at least $500,000. 


Huch a Miti>ntu>n of horror 'u St. 
liOuis wan dì vor knnivn. 
'iiie .hurri- 
cane came when the business center of 
the city had begun to send its workers 
to their homes. 
Service on almoBt all 
of the street railways were euapended. 
When night came, soon after the pre- 
mal are darkening brought by the tor 
na«to, no electric lamps blp.zed u]). The 
city was without transportation and 
without ligl'L. 
Many tiiousinda of peO' 
pie «ere milce from <heir homes iu the 


rain which fell steadily at timop, and at 
ether times came down in sheets. 
The 
electric lights stood dark and desolate, 
while men and women toiiod homeward 
through the dripping rain. 


A million dollars will not cover the 
damage done to property. The damage 
was done in a few minutes time and 
how BO many persons in the path of 
the cyclone escaped is a mystery to all 
who passed over the devastated por- 
tion. 


Tbe wind struck the levee just north 
of the east St. Louis elevated about 
5 30 
The we.^t half of tbe Wigging's 
ferry was first to suffer and it was 
thrown far upon the levee. 
After this 
partial dump it seems the wind again 
turned, tearing up the Vandalia freight 
house, killing all inside. 


HuBcble's butcher ehop, the Douglass 
school, Stick's house, Sullivan's and all 
buildings south of Crooks street as far 
down as the Exclusion mills and east 
to the slough were leveled. 
The four 
square blocks were absolutely swept 
away and many of the inmates are 
beneath the ruins. 


Freight cars stand in all shapes and 
forms about the yards of the dwellings 
as well ss the railway yards and several 
were carried beyord the Vandalia em- 
bankment and thrown into the slough. 


The Lake house, Groes building, the 
Tremont 
hotel, Aroeret house, 
the 
Vandalia's round house, twenty dwel- 
lings around it, the Howe institute, 
the watch tower, Mondes' buildings, 
Lynch's and Beard's, ail near the dyke, 
were demolished. 
None of the railway 
yards escaped, from the Cairo short 
line up to the Wabash, and hundreds 
of cars stand in all shapes far away 
from their proper places. 
Two engines 
in the Vandalia yards were thrown 
down an embankment and destroyed. 


Far down along the levee from the 
bridge wrecks of steamboats are found. 


The following boats are known to 
have been sunk: 
S. C, Club, Henry 
Stockman, 
tug 
Bescue, 
Mulliker, 
Christy, Wiggings, Medill and all the 
wharves. 
The Church Feriy was the 
only boat not damaged and it was far 
up the levee and immovable. 


Mayor's lumber yard was completely 
carried away as was the upper 
Louis- 
ville and Nashville freight depot. 
All 
stieets are blocked with debris 
or 
buildings. 
It is Mserted that there is 
not a whole line of wire between any 
two points in the western section. 
After the wind and rain had done its 
work, fire add«id to tbe destruction. 
Hetzel's mill was about the first to be- 
come ignited and it was totally de- 
stroyed at a loss of $150 000. 
Harris' 
barrel factory, ninety loaded cars in 
the terminal yards, Lynch's boarding 
house, Heard's feed storeS; Lee's black" 
smith shop and 
other places were 
burned. 
The destruction of the water 
works early in the storm cut off the 
water supply and Chief Purdy and his 
men fought the fire with a bucket 
origade as best they could. 
The whole 
central portion of the city was threat- 
ened by the burning mill, but all 
hands worked with such a will that its 
further spread was prevented. 


IL he fire caused great consternation. 
Hundreds of people hurried to the 
scene and saw the fire complete the 
destruclion of the desolated district. 


The passengers and trainmen of the 
two trains on the bridge were taken to 
private places in east St. Louie. 
There 
was not a single fatality or injury 
reported in thefce two trains which 
were passing along at a rapid rate when 
the wind struck. 
The whole top abut- 
ment of the first pier, as well as the 
big rocks and iron girders of 
the 
approach were picked up and thrown 
upon the road bed just behind the 
train. 
In front, two baggage cars were 
picked up and placed across the tracks. 
The upper roadway was torn down and 
thrown upon the train along with four 
wagons loaded with merchandise. 
A 
sudden stop was made and although 
tbe cars 
careened, 
the 
passengers 
escaped through the wreckage 
and 
were taken care of. 


All the way down the approach every 
pole, signal wire and apron were torn 
away and in many places piled on the 
tracks. 


There were more pale faces and sink- 
ing hearts in St. Louis homes than ever 
known before in its history. 
In St. 
Louis the destroyer seems to have 
chosen a course that lay chif fly between 
the railroad tracks and Lafayette ave- 
nue, and swept the entire city, cutting 
a wide swath wherever it did any dam- 
age. 
The complete eubpension of the 
telephone communication.s and street 
car traffic multiplied the inconven- 
iences and obstacles that beset the 
police department and ;idded to the 
general discomfort. 
There were no 
means of summoning ambulancis for 
the removal of dead or itjured perisons 
and many of them were carried to dif- 
ferent places in wagons or on litters. 


The city dispensary was overcrowded 
A number of physicians tendered their 
services to the city and a score of vol- 
unteer doctors worked for hours. 
The 
demolition of the city hospital pre- 
vented the use of that institution and 
hundreds of persons hastened there to 
aid the unfortunate patients caught in 
the ruins. 
It was first intended 
to 
utili/e tbe armory or exposition biiild- 
iiig for the injured, but the old house 
of tho flood iShepherd, on Sovov.tocMith 
and Chestnut Hlroels, W.18 prcssi^d into 
use and every available col and blanket 
was hurried there. 
The wharf was 
the soene of the worst devafitaiion 
on this side of the river. 
Before the 
storm, along the river, 
Hteamboats 
and whart boats and 
barges 
were 
moored from Biddle street to Choteau 
avenue. 
These were swept from their 
ffK.leuir'irs almost in h P'jl^i ('li':l;/i!.v. 
and cast adnft. 
tome vieie OTei turned 


and sunk and others blown across and 
crushed against the northern side. The 
Anchor line wharf boat and the excur- 
sion wharf were the only craft left be- 
tween the bridge and Spiuce street. 
Both were shoved upon the bank, indi- 
cating that the storm had a rotary 
motion, as all other era t were blown in 
the other direction. 
Some were seen 
floating when the brunt of the storm 
had passed, but in nearly all the upper 
works were torn away. The damage to 
shipping alone w i l l i u a u p 
into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars.

The cyclone left St. Louis at the 
mercy of the flames. Within a few 
minutes after ifc had spent its fury, fire 
broke out all over the city. 
Alarms 
were sounded but in most cases they 
were sounded in vain, as the fire engine 
houses could not be communicated 
with. 
And 
even 
when the alarm 
was given 
the 
fire 
apparatus had 
picked 
their 
way 
through 
the 
blinding 
rain, 
among 
meshes 
of 
tangled live wires to the scene of the 
blaze. 
In many instances the engines 
were .. brought in a roundabout way, 
only to find the water plugs useless 
when the fire was reached. 
The rain 
helped materially to quench the fires. 
At midnight 
all 
the 
fires 
which 
broke out early in the evening were re- 
ported out or under control. 
Firemen 
patrolled the city with lanterns all 
night. 


Laid out on improvised slabs com- 
posed of coffin boxes at the mor;;ue 
this morning were more than twenty- 
five begrimmed and mutilated bodies. 
Coroner Waite remained in 
charge 
during the night and had a corps of 
extra assistants, who were sadly taxed 
to find accommodations for the bodies. 
One of the sad scenes was when 
the 
wagon brought in a father and his two 
sons. 
Crowds besieged the ghastly 
piles looking for loved ones. 


The awful sweep of last night's tor- 
nado is marked today by a devastated 
district iu the southwestern portion of 
the 
city 
a half 
miie 
wide 
and 
four miles long, with wrecked build- 
ings, 
tottering 
walls, 
debris, 
choked streets, and rescuing parties, 
as 
the 
results of havoc and death. 
St. Louis ia dazed by the amount of 
the calamity and it will be days before 
the total loss of life ücd the amount of 
property destroyed will be known 


The estimates of the number killed 
vary from ;;00 lo 500. with the general 
belief that the latter^ figures are the 
nearer correct. 
Coroner Waite at 12 
o'clock eald that the death liât in 
St. Louis proper would easily reach 
20n, and that in East Bt Louis it 
would be perhaps as large. 
At police 
headquarters the dead in St. Louis 
were estimated at 300, and in East St. 
Louis at 200. Extra editions of the 
local papers jjlace the total loss of life 
at 5(J0 or more. 


The storm left it«? j)ath littered with 
dead and dying and 
patiol waj^ronB, 
Mrnl'ular.rcH, and un<l( rinV.rro cjirn were 
buay all day long carryirig the identi- 
fied dead to their homes, atul homes of 
relatives and'^friends, or leaving the 
unidentified 
with the city 
morgue 
auihorities 


The property loss is terrific:, estimates 
ranging from $10 000.(100 to f.O.OODOOO.

SWEPT ILLINOIS. 


CENTEALIA. Ill, May 28.~-The storm 
of last night passed through Illinois 
and spread destruction over a laree 
extent of territory west, south and 
southeast of Centralia- New Baden, a 
village on the'Air Line railroad west of 
Centralia, was completely wiped out, 
only^siz houses remaining, and thirty- 
six lives were lost. New Madrid, south- 
east of this city, also suffered great loss 
of life and property. 
Seven persons 
are reported killed and thirty injured. 
The cyclone pursued an easterly course, 
taking in the villages of Irvington, 
Richview, Ashley, Boyd and Dix. 
Houses were blown down and persons 
killed in all those places and through- 
out the country. Farm property, crops 
and orchards have suffered immense 
loss and it is estimated tbat in the 
counties of Clifton, Washington and 
Jeffersoi fifty lives have been lost. It 
is impossible to give details, as all the 
wires are down. 
While the storm was 
on all sides of Ceatralia. it did not 
touch this city.

Cumbersome Gold Shipments. 


Steamship companies charge about 
one-sixth of a cent pn each $5 worth of 
gold that is sent to Europe in payment 
for our imports. Matthew Marshall calls 
attention in the New York Sun to the 
great saving and advantage it would be 
if, instead of making these bulky and 
heavy shipments of the yellow metal it 
self back and forth across the ocean, na- 
tions had confidence enough in one an 
Other's financial standing and integrity 
to merely send certificates that the 
amount of gold required was deposited 
safely. These certificates could balance 
one another as checks, orders, drafts, 
etc., do in the clearing house system. 


That is how it will be when the na 
tions aresuflSciently civilised. Mr. Mar- 
shallsays: , 


Transactions Jn grain, flour, cotton and 
metals are completed by the exchange of ware 
house receipts, which serve as representatives 
of those commpdities, but we continue to 
transport millions of dollars In gold and gold 
bullion to and fro across the ocean when but 
for international suspicion and distrust we 
might just as well use certificates of deposit 
In the United States treasury, thè Bant of ¿ng 
land,, the Bank of France or any similar insti 
tution. 


Unfortunately such an improvement, like 
the universal 'disarmament and universal 
peacé advocated by some benevolent enthusi 
asts, is àt present impossible, and the clumsy 
system of Vyeighing, packing, carting, ship 
ping and insuring of gold back and forth will 
probably continue to prevail for years to come, 
lai fact," if it could be abolished, the use of gold 
generally as inoney cduld also be abandoned, 
and the paper obligations of governments and 
government banks could be made to take its 
place. The actual gold is needed only because 
of a want of faith in promises to pay gold, and 
.60 long as nations are hostile to one another 
and war between them is possible any day this 
faith must necessarily be wanting. The sub 
Btitution of credit for cash in mercantile trans- 
actions between citizens of the same country, 
which is every year becoming more and more 
general, is proof of what might be done be- 
tween citizens of different nations, provided 
only the danger of hostilities could be entirely 
removed. 


Where Hope For the South Lies. 
Mr. A- S. Van de Qraaf believes that 
the negro problem in the south is on the 
road to settlement. He gives reasons in 
The Forum for this theory. At the close 
of the WM the owners of the large plan- 
tations sought to run them as before 
with negro labor, except that the negroes 
were hired. 
The system did not work. 
Then the plan was tried of renting the 
white man's land in lots to negro ten- 
ants year by year. That plan worked no 
better. It was not'profitable, for the 
negro had not brains or development 
enough to work intelligently on his ac- 
count. The plantations fell into ruin 
and were profitlesa The negroes gradu- 
ally drifted into the mining and manu- 
facturing regions and into the north, 
leaving the plantations. 


Under white supervision the black la- 
borer does well for himself and his em- 
ployer. 
As a laborer he is in demand, 
and is gradually distributing himself in 
all parts of the Union, and therein lies 
the hope for the south. The plantations 
he has abandoned ai-e being divided and 
bought up by small farmers from the 
north and elsewhere. Thus tlie old indus- 
trial order is passing and a new one is in- 
augurated. The departure of the negro, 
the breaking up of the old plantation 
into the small farms, each tilled by its 
thrifty white owner who comes in from 
the north and from Europe—these are 
the foundation of the south's future 
prosperity.

Cbairinan—ludiffcrence Shown 
to Harrjsou the Ganse. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 2 8 —A polit- 
ical sensation has been created here by 
the uoezpected aaeembling of the re- 
publican state central committee on 
the call of three members, 
whose 
avowed purpose was to depose Chair- 
man Gowdy. As soon as the latter 
learned of the call he telegraphed 
friends in all sections of the state, and 
they came in and appeared before the 
committee yesterday 
afternoon and 
urged that opposition to the chairman 
be dropped. The committee went into 
executive eeasion and divided evenly 
on all queetions. John Morris, of Fort 
Wayne, held Committeeman Woods' 
proxy and was expected to vote against 
Gowdy. During the decision of the 
admission of Morris' vote he was ex- 
cluded from the room. His absence 
from the committee made it stand six 
to six on all questions, and the dead- 
lock, which began at 3 o'clock, con* 
tinued till 7:30. 


In the meantime friends of both fac- 
tions had got together and Chairman 
Gowdy was sent for. He was told o' 
the complaints against him, and asked 
what he was willing to do for the sake 
of harmony. He replied that he was 
willine to make any reasonable conces 
sions, and this information was con- 
veyed to the committee and an agree- 
ment for the cessation of hostilities 
'ollowed. 


The principal reasons for the opposi- 
tion to Gowdy. is his alleged position 
toward Mr. Harrison. He is accused of 
having been most instrumental in side 
tracking General Harrison and of hav- 
ing fanned the McKinley fire to white 
beat in Indiana, his ultimate aim being, 
it is said, to secure a fat ofSce for him 
self in case McKinley is elected. 


He is also charged with being respon- 
sible for the failure of General Harrison 
to appear at the state convention, tbu^ 
putting Indiana in the position of hav- 
ing snubbed her gn^atest republican 
Ee is charged with haviog foisted 
Frank Millikan upon the state conven 
tion for delegate at Urge to the nation- 
al convention, and lastly, with having 
acted officiously in all of the questions 
which arise before the state central 
committee.
